BY the time you read this, 
Cathy Woodstock will be 
in the Sahara Desert, taking 
part in a punishing four- 
day trek to raise funds for 
a children’s cancer charity. 

The 31-year-old Whitechapel 
mum, who travelled to the Sa- 
hara via Morocco last Thursday, 
has taken on the epic challenge, 
aiming to raise at least £3,000 
for the Childhood Eye Cancer 
Tmst, based at the Royal London 
Hospital in Whitechapel. 

“Most of my family and 
friends think I am crazy, but 
they understand why I am 
doing this," Cathy told East End 
Life shortly before she left. 

The mother of two hopes the 
money she raises will fund 
vital research into retinoblas- 
toma, a rare cancer which 
caused her daughter, Kitty, to 
lose her right eye when she 
was just ten weeks old. 

Kitty, now three, was diag- 
nosed with the disease after 
Cathy noticed that she could 
see through her daughter's 
right pupil and the baby would 
scream in pain whenever she 
was exposed to bright light.

Cathy asked the family GP 
to examine Kitty's eyes at her 
six- to eight-week routine check. 
Kitty was referred to the Royal 
London Hospital, where she 
had surgery after which her 
mother said she was happier 
and feeding better than she 
had at any other time. 

Further tests confirmed that 
Kitty is a genetic carrier, which 
means she has a 50 per cent 
chance of passing the condition 
on to her own children. 

“I want to raise as much 
awareness as I can about this 


type of cancer, which can be 
devastating,'' said Cathy. 

“Kitty was lucky to be diag- 
nosed and treated early. If left 
any later we could have lost 
her. I want the public to be 
aware of how retinoblastoma 
can be detected.'' 

Cathy, who paid for the trip 
herself, worked with a trainer 
to improve her fitness in prepa- 
ration for the trek.

TWENTY white doves 
were released to mark the 
20th anniversary of the 
Docklands bomb, which 
killed two people and 
injured dozens of others. 

The IRA bomb, at South 
Quay on February 9, 1996, 
killed Inam Bashir, 31, and John 
Jeffries, 29, who both ran a 
newspaper kiosk at the station. 

Victims, friends and mem- 
bers of the mens families 
were among those who 
attended the open air service 
near the scene of the bomb. 
They were joined by commu- 
nity leaders, residents, well- 
wishers and victims of other 
terrorist attacks. 

Representatives from the 
Metropolitan Police, Transport 
for London and ambulance 
and fire services, as well as 
guests from foreign em- 
bassies, also attended the serv- 
ice on Tuesday, February 9. 

Organiser Jonathan Ganesh 
was injured during the 
attack and is president of the 


Docklands Victims Associa- 
tion. Jonathan said he misses 
his friends Inam and JJ and 
thanked guests for uniting to 
condemn acts of terrorism 
around the world. 

Ihsan Bashir, Inam's 
brother, said the government 
should listen to, help and 
never forget the victims and 
their families. 

Speaking on behalf of the 
people of Tower Hamlets, 
Mayor John Biggs said: “We 


must remember John and 
Inam, those who were injured 
and those who lost their 
homes. As a council, we 
strongly support the claim for 
compensation.” 

He encouraged people in 
Tower Hamlets to stand for di- 
versity by being tolerant and 
respectful of others. 

Other speakers were Inam's 
childhood friend Fiona Bell 
and Gemma Berezag, whose 
husband Zaoui was left brain 


damaged as a result of the 
bomb. Led by Reverend Alan 
Green, chair of the Tower 
Hamlets Interfaith Forum, the 
multi-faith service offered 
prayers by Christian, Hindu, Is- 
lamic and Jewish faith leaders. 

At the end of the service, 
guests gathered at the water- 
front in South Quay to release 
the 20 white doves as a symbol 
of peace and the Docklands 
Victims Association's desire to 
end all terrorist violence.

Making Poplar 
the place to be 

£3.9111 project to create London’s new fashion hub 



A patch of underused land and garages by the A12 will be transformed by the plans

POPLAR is at the heart of 
plans to reinvigorate east 
London’s fashion industry 
with a £3.9 million project. 

Fashioning Poplar is a part- 
nership between the London 
College of Fashion and housing 
association Poplar HARCA. 

The money will be used to 
transform a patch of underused 
land and garages by the A12, 
with commercial studios, busi- 
ness space, fashion technology 


and manufacturing units, a cafe, 
events space and outdoor area. 

The project sets out to create 
40 full-time jobs, support 143 
businesses in its first two years 
and support local community 
groups and charities. 

Work on the building will 
start shortly and the hub is ex- 
pected to open in autumn 2017. 

Professor Frances Comer, head 
of the London College of Fashion, 
said the project would support

Steve Stride, CEO of Poplar 
HARCA, said: "This project will 
create a unique end-to-end 
opportunity for the fashion 
sector, combining design, 
enterprise, tech, making, man- 
ufacturing and selling. 

"It will be embedded in the 
community here providing jobs, 
training and workspace locally, 
ensuring talent is created and 
nurtured in this hugely exciting 
part of London."

Transparency is 
the way ahead

THE end of January saw 
yet another court hearing 
following on from the 
landmark 2015 election 
petition. 

Supreme Court Justice Lloyd- 
Jones sitting with Justice Sup- 
perstone ruled that a challenge 
to the original judgement of 
Commissioner Mawrey OC 
would be unarguable, except 
that part relating to Spiritual 
Influence, which although 
correct in law had been 
untested by an election court 
for many years. 

A key aspect of the judgement 
that will affect Tower Hamlets 
and indeed all councils and 
public bodies was clarification 
of the law relating to grants. 

Lord Justice Lloyd-Jones 
verbally confirmed: "If any 
individual holds effective 
control over the budget of a 
local authority and distributes 
funding with the intention of 
procuring' votes corruptly, they 
are guilty of bribery and would 
stand to be disqualified from 
public office for five years.” This 
will no doubt be expanded in 
the full written judgement. 

Within Tower Hamlets there 
has been a genuine consensus 
to bring in transparency across 
the board and this judgement 



lays bare the problems of the 
past, which hopefully will soon 
be behind us. 

Currently, grants are admin- 
istered by the commissioners. 
However, the council is working 
to put in place processes that 
will ensure transparency and 
prevent the problems that led 
up to the appointment of the 
commissioners. 

Only those with something 
to hide should be concerned 
at documents being made 
available for councillor scrutiny 
and public inspection and 
decisions being made in public 
after questions have been put 
to the decision maker. 

This will prevent cronyism 
and ultimately corruption.

Mice enjoy dining at 
Brick Lane eatery

THE owner of a mouse-infested 
restaurant has been fined almost 
£20,000. 

Clipper in Brick Lane was temporarily 
closed last September after a routine 
inspection by the council found rodent 
droppings on a partially gnawed cabbage, 
and on kitchen equipment and surfaces. 

Food debris and mouse droppings were 
under fridges and there was evidence 
of entry points for rodents throughout 
the premises. 

The severe infestation led to the premises 


being shut for two days by the council's 
environmental health team. 

The company and sole director each 
entered six guilty pleas in a hearing at 
Thames Magistrates' Court. 

The company was fined £2,000 for each 
of the six charges and made to pay costs 
of £859, totalling £12,859. 

The sole director of the company - 
Mohammed Zakir Ho s sain of Che shunt 
Road, Forest Gate - was fined £6,000 per- 
sonally- £1,000 for each of the six charges 
- and ordered to pay £859 costs plus a 
victim surcharge of £120. 

Cllr Ayas Miah, cabinet member for 


environment, said: "The council takes 
breaches of food safety very seriously, 
especially in extreme cases such as this. 

"We remind all food retailers of the 
importance of hygiene, and will take 
enforcement action when retailers are in 
breach of the law. 

"Our food safety team inspects businesses 
on a regular basis to ensure that everyone 
who lives, visits or works in the borough 
can be confident of consuming any food 
products they purchase.”

THE council won two 
awards at the annual 
Keep Britain Tidy Network 
Awards. 

The Clean and Green and 
Highways team picked up the 
prize for innovation after 
implementing the Find it, Fix 
it, Love it (FiFiLi) app and OR 
code technology. 

FiFiLi allows residents and 
visitors to alert the council to 
something they love about 
Tower Hamlets or something 
that needs fixing. 

It can be used to report 
littering, fly-tipping, graffiti, 
broken play equipment or 
streetlights, potholes, overflow- 
ing bins, anti-social behaviour, 
crime, rough sleeping or any- 
thing else of concern. 

By simply taking a picture 
of a problem, the app pinpoints 
the location of the issue and 
sends the details directly to 
the right department within 
the council. 

The app also allows users to 
view details about any road 
closures or roadworks in the 
borough and easily take part 
in volunteering opportunities. 

FiFiLi is supported by OR 
(quick response) code technol- 
ogy - all public bins have a OR 
code sticker so that members 
of the public can report if they 
need emptying. 

Residents who scan the OR 


code send an automatic text 
message for free directly to the 
council's waste contractor. 

Mayor John Biggs said: "The 
innovative tools that we have 
created offer residents simple 
and effective ways to get in 
touch so we can fix any issues 
as quickly as we can. 

"I would like to thank our 
staff whose hard work and for- 
ward thinking has helped make 
these award wins possible." 

The Clean and Green and 
Highways team also picked up 
the community engagement 
network award for its Adopt a 
Garden scheme. 

The voluntary scheme sees 


local residents and businesses 
taking on responsibility for the 
care and maintenance of gar- 
dens created in the borough. 

Community gardens and 
flowerbeds are created in 
small areas of land that are 
disused, left vacant or in 
places that suffer from littering 
or fly-tipping. 

Cllr Ayas Miah, cabinet mem- 
ber for environment, added: 
"Adopt a Garden has helped us 
to improve small pockets of 
the borough and bring com- 
munities together. Without the 
residents who take part, this 
scheme could not exist, so this 
award is as much for them.” 


Funds will help job hunters 


THREE organisations in Tower Hamlets 
are among community groups sharing a 
£96,436 fund, helping people find work. 

The 20 Fenchurch Street Legacy Fund, a part- 
nership between Land Securities, Canary Wharf 
Group, East End Community Foundation (EECF) 
and 20 Fenchurch Street occupiers, awarded 
the cash at the start of the year. 

Recipients include Leaders in the Community 
and Bethnal Green Spear Trust, which both 
received £20,000. Streets of Growth, on the 


Isle of Dogs, was given £19,000. 

Tracey Walsh, chief executive of the EECF, 
said: "Many people struggle to access the eco- 
nomic opportunities on their doorstep and, 
more often than not, this is due to a skills gap. 

"Being able to provide funding to support 
people into employment is really satisfying." 

Andrew Mathews, trustee of Bethnal Green 
Spear Trust, said the money would enable 
targeted work with 16- to 24-year-olds as they 
begin their careers.

News from the 
council's children's 
services team 

OUR children’s services 
team have had a busy 
start to 2016. 

There has been some good 
news - new figures show our 
schools beating national aver- 
ages again, with three quarters 
of pupils achieving the expected 
level of progress between key 
stages 2 and 4 in maths, while 
80 per cent of pupils met English 
progression targets. 

The borough maintained a 
98 per cent A level pass rate, 
and Bethnal Green Academy 
and Swanlea School reported 
their best ever grades. 

Meanwhile, another group 
of Independent Supporters have 
celebrated their graduation 
from a 12-week course that 
equips them to go out and sup- 
port children with special edu- 
cational needs and disabilities. 

Our Down's syndrome 
conference brought together 
dozens of professionals from 
across the council to share best 
practice around working with 
children with Down's syndrome. 

There was a marketplace to 
promote the range of services 
offered by the council and its 
partners, such as the Parents 
Advice Centre and School 
Library Service. 

Dr Michelle Stott, an educa- 
tional psychologist, led a keynote 
speech followed by a workshop 
introducing reading and lan- 
guage programmes from global 
specialists Down's Syndrome 
Education International. 

Other workshops dealt with 
topics including using ICT to 
support learning, sex and 
relationship education for 
pupils with learning difficulties, 
managing challenging behav- 
iour and Signalong, a system 
of signs for use with children 
finding it difficult to acquire 
speech or language. 

Participants were also 
addressed by parents and 
young people who gave their 


perspectives on supporting 
children and young people with 
Down's syndrome. 

The conferences, which have 
now been running for several 
years, were established to create 
an environment in which 
parents and specialists could 
share and develop ideas in a 
supportive environment. 

Cllr Amy Whitelock Gibbs, 
cabinet member for health and 
adult services, said: “It's fantastic 
so many people could take part 
in this year's conference and 
the wide range of sessions 
will ensure our parents and 
practitioners are best placed to 
help children with learning 
difficulties at all levels. 

“I want to give a special men- 
tion to our colleague Linda Hall, 
who worked so hard to organise 
an event that I hope left par- 
ticipants feeling more confident 
and aware of the services and 
support on offer locally.'' 

On March 8 we will hold our 
tenth annual parent conference, 
bringing together hundreds of 
parents to discuss all the ways 
we can support families. 

Workshops will include 
keeping children safe in the 
digital age, advice on challeng- 
ing gender-specific career 
stereotypes and improving 
communication skills. 

It's been a sporty start to 
the year as well - our mini 
marathon trials saw young 
people sprinting across Mile 
End stadium, and with Inter- 
national Women and Girls' 
Week coming up, there is a 
packed programme to encour- 
age more young women and 
girls into sport. Participants 
will be able to try out everything 
from boxing to Zumba, 
badminton to cycling, and 
aerobics to swimming. 

Our children, parents and 
staff have all hit the ground 
running for the new year and 
we can't wait to see what we 
can achieve.

Mayor gets taste 
of pupil power

PUPILS from Stepney’s 
Marion Richardson School 
left their classrooms for a 
visit to the Town Hall. 

The year 5 group went to 
Mulberry Place, where they 
discussed topical world issues 
with Mayor John Biggs. 

Students have been exploring 
the humanitarian crisis in 
Syria and learning how to 
use persuasive techniques, 


language and vocabulary to 
debate whether refugee 
children should be allowed to 
come and live in Tower Hamlets. 

"Imagine living in an aban- 
doned place with shattered 
windows and ragged tents and 
sleeping outside for the rest of 
your life," one pupil said. 

The pupils came up with 
solutions on housing, food, 
clothing and jobs. 

During their visit, the pupils 
presented their findings to the 


mayor and asked him questions 
about migration. 

Mayor Biggs told the young 
visitors that Tower Hamlets 
has always welcomed refugees. 

He agreed that unaccompa- 
nied Syrian children required 
support not only for accom- 
modation but also emotionally 
for those who had experienced 
psychological trauma. 

The mayor said he would 
keep the school updated about 
council decisions on the crisis. 


Hip-hop makeover for deal with the Devil

BEING able to read a good 
book is something most 
of us take for granted. 

Yet, according to national 
charity Beanstalk, last year 
more 63,000 children in Eng- 
land left primary school unable 
to read to the expected level. 

To help address the problem, 
Beanstalk provides one-to-one 
literacy support to children. 

Louise Sutton is one of 
thousands of Beanstalk-trained 
reading helpers who go into 
school to make a difference. 

"Fve always loved reading,” 
said Louise, who lives in 
Whitechapel and volunteers at 
William Davis Primary School 
in Bethnal Green. 

"Mr Men books as a very 
small child (my favourite was 
Mr Tickle), then devouring any- 
thing by Charles Dickens, Vogue 
magazine and more newspa- 
pers than I care to mention. 

"A change of career 18 months 
ago meant I was lucky enough 
to have more free time and I 
wanted to get involved in some- 
thing in my local area. 

"I had heard of Beanstalk and 
thought it would be perfect.

"It can be quite daunting 
when you think about going 
into a school, meeting children 
for the first time and then 
asking them to read with you. 

"But Beanstalk provided 
training which gave me the 
confidence to be excited about 
meeting the children. 

"What really came across 
was simply the importance of 
being enthusiastic about books 
and reading for pleasure, rather 
than because you have to. 

"I've worked with five children 
over the last year, aged between 
six and nine, what I've learnt 
is that picking the right book 
is absolutely key. 

"Support from Beanstalk has 
been crucial and my relationship 
with William Davis could not 
have been better. 

"The reading makes me feel 
like I'm giving a child the 
opportunity to fall in love with 
books in the same way I did, 
and I can share some of my 
favourites with them.'' 

The charity says that after 
three terms of support, 93 per 
cent of Beanstalk supported 
children are better readers. 

"Before Beanstalk, I could 
barely have imagined what it 
must be like to learn to read in

a language that isn't the same 
as the one spoken at home,” 
Louise said. 

"The children I work with 
are at a variety of levels and, 
honestly, the challenge is part 
of what makes it rewarding. 

"I tell people about the wonder 
of getting it', which has hap- 
pened to me a few times now. 

"One example was when a 
child and I were reading 'Twas 
the Night Before Christmas. The 
entire book rhymes and, by 
reading a page each, the child 
was able to understand the 
rhyming structure - her mouth 
became a big 'O' of wonder. 

"In my first year as a helper, 
I couldn't have been more proud 
of one six-year-old I worked 
with; she didn't initially enjoy 
reading at all but, by the end 
of term, she said to her teacher, 
1 can do that, I can read', certainly 
one of the most amazing sen- 
tences I've heard this year.” 

Annika Eadie, head teacher 
at William Davis, had nothing 
but praise for Beanstalk. 

She said: "The volunteers 
support our ambition for our 
children to be lifelong learners 
who love reading; leaving with 
the skills needed to achieve the 
high standards we expect.”

Youth services under review

YOUNG people, their parents 
and carers can have their say on 
what kind of youth centres and 
activities they would like as the 
council undergoes a major review 
of its youth services. 

The council currently provides a 
dedicated youth service for young people 
aged 11-19, and up to the age of 25 if 
they have special educational needs or 
a disability. 

Mayor John Biggs said: "This is a good 
opportunity for us to step back and 
look at what our youth service does 
well and where we can improve it. 

"Before we make any decisions I am 
very keen to hear views and opinions 
of young people, as they are the best 
judge of what services they want.” 

Cllr Rachael Saunders, cabinet member 
for children's services, added: "We in 
Tower Hamlets are proud of the achieve- 


ments of our young people, and we 
want a youth service that is there to 
back them up and support them.

History 


East End grit with edges smoothed

THE voice is clipped and correct... 
an old-fashioned military voice 
perhaps, received pronunciation 
but with a hint of Cockney, the 
‘through’ becoming ‘frew’, his ‘Ls’ 
beoming ‘Ws’. 

Over decades as a foreign correspondent, 
Louis Heren's rough Shadwell vowels 
may have become smoothed off, but he 
never forgot his past. 

"The old East End should have been a 
wretched place but it wasn't. Because 
people had to live close together, they 
had to behave themselves. It was a 
civilised place." 

Heren was being interviewed by the 
BBC for an early Seventies programme in 
which East Enders who'd made good (ie 
got out) were taken back to the east 
London of their youth - Lionel Bart was 
another colourful interviewee. 

There was nostalgia and sentiment for 
sure, but it was hardly misty eyed. Over 
decades as a foreign correspondent on 
The Times, Heren had earned a reputation 
for speaking truth to those in power and 
he was angry about what had happened 
to his childhood playground. 

"The war smashed those communities. 
We all lived alongside one another: Irish, 
Jews, Cockneys who'd been here hundreds 
of years. We might not have liked each 
other very much at times but by god 
we got on. You had to. How can you get 
along with each other sitting up in the 
sky in a flat? The planners think they 
have a great idea..." 

Heren was born in Shadwell in 1919. 
His dad worked on the Times as a printer 
but died when Louis, the youngest of 
three children, was just four years old. He 
was a typical East End 'mongrel', he joked - 
part Irish, part Jewish and part Basque. 

His mum, to make ends meet, ran a 
coffee shop for dockers at the gates of the 
docks, 'a good pull up for car men' as he 
would later call it. Ironically, mum had 
been born in a pub much used by Times 
journalists after the paper (without Heren) 
moved to Wapping in the Eighties. 

Shadwell was a slum and the options 
might have been crime, a ship or the 
docks, but Louis got into the local grammar 
school and an English teacher gifted him 
a lifetime taste for reading. Aged 14, he 
got a job as a messenger at the Times in 
its old Blackfriars building. He would be 
there for the duration. 

He was a boy who loved to learn and 
volunteered for whatever writing and

layout chores that came up, and by 1937 
he was on his first reporting job, covering 
the street parties in the East End to 
celebrate George Vi's Coronation. As veteran 
journalist (and friend) Godfrey Hodgson 
pointed out years later, 'most of the 
reporters in The Times' newsroom then 
would probably not have been able to 
find Shadwell without a compass'. 

In 1939 he volunteered for the Royal 
Artillery, serving with distinction in France, 
Iceland and Greenland before being made 
an officer and sent to India. He was 
demobbed in 1946, having reached the 
rank of major and returned to The Times 
as a foreign correspondent. 

Heren might have been the model of 
the hard-bitten, clear-eyed British foreign 
correspondent. He first made his mark 
covering Indian independence in 1947 
and created a furore back in Britain with 
his graphic eyewitness accounts of 
massacres in the Punjab. 

He went on to Israel, Beirut, Jordan, 
Korea, Vietnam, Egypt, Singapore, India, 
Germany and Washington DC. And he 
was the first to report to the world the 
discovery of the Dead Sea scrolls. While 
India correspondent, he heard rumours 
of a plot to assassinate Gandhi, so he 
joined his weaving workshop in order to 
get a scoop (he failed as the killing 
happened elsewhere). 

And Heren reported from Vietnam in 
the early days of American intervention 
in the 1950s. Many journalists point to 
him as the likely inspiration for the Thomas 
Fowler character in that excoriating critique 
of Americans and their foreign policy in 
Asia, The Quiet American (Graham Greene 
was a guest of Heren and his wife Patricia 
on their Singapore houseboat while he 
was researching the book). 

And Peter Mackay of the Daily Mail 
even wrote of the physical resemblance 
between the older Heren and Michael 
Caine, who played Fowler in the 2002 
film of the book. 


In 1961 he became Washington corre- 
spondent of The Times. He loved America 
but was deeply sceptical of John F Kennedy's 
Camelot myth. He offended JFK's court 
by writing an article, tongue in cheek, 
comparing Washington, with its affluent 
white suburbs separated from predomi- 
nantly black downtown by Rock Creek 
Park, to a town in British India with its 
cantonments and its native city. 

He got on better with Kennedy's suc- 
cessor, Lyndon Johnson, covering the civil 
rights movement in the South and writing 
books about US politics. 

He was a foreign correspondent of the 
old school, like Tom Fowler rarely returning 
to base, but nowhere held the romance of 
the old East End. It had been like living in 
a village, Heren says, 'only much more in- 
teresting'. Everyone worked on the river, 
the 'London river' as the kids called it (no- 
body called it the Thames). The river dom- 
inated their lives. 

Heren loved the mix of languages and 
cultures and he loved the romance of 
those dirty British coasters sounding 
their horns as they sailed off with their 
cargoes of "Tyne coal, road-rails, pig-lead 
and firewood". 

And wherever he travelled, he had no 
fear of speaking the truth. Colleagues re- 
membered him as a fearsome (though 
kind) figure. As for politicians - he famously 


advised that the reporter should always 
ensure that when a politician tells you 
something in confidence, always ask your- 
self, why are they lying to me? 

Back in London in the Seventies he 
settled back into The Times, but the old 
days were dying. He weathered the decade's 
brutal strikes and feeble management 
and had high hopes for Rupert Murdoch's 
takeover. But passed over for editor in 
favour of Harold Evans and then Charles 
Douglas-Home, he retired in 1981, opting 
for Hampstead and the life of a writer. 

By the time Heren was interviewed 
about his book by the BBC in the early 
Seventies, the old East End had gone. It 
might have been tough but it had created 
tough kids like Heren, with a headful of 
happy memories and a burning ambition 
to do something other with their lives. 

He said: "I remember sitting in a science 
lesson at school and a teacher was talking 
about the survival of the fittest and he 
said, 'by god you kids must be tough to 
survive here!'."

A disappearing past 

Walk of the Month: The hamlet of Ratcliffe 


On this month's walk, Graham Barker ventures out in the footsteps of mercers and 
mudlarks. Photos by Kois Miah 


Treasures of the 
past are easy 
pickings on the 
beach 


THESE days the name Ratcliffe 
is little known, but it was once 
one of the 'hamlets’ within 
Tower Hamlets. 

Much of old Ratcliffe has disappeared, 
but on this walk you'll get glimpses - 
boundary stones, the school, explorers set- 
ting sail - as well as discovering a 
children's theatre, rope swings, and 
mudlarking by the Thames. 

The walk starts at Limehouse DLR station, 
at the exit closest to Limehouse Basin. Cross 
Commercial Road to Husk, a popu- 
lar community cafe set within the 
former Danish Seamen's Church.

Trains run overhead, venturing to 
Southend; head under the latticed viaduct 
and you emerge into York Square (1). As the 
square opens out, peer right - through a 
gateway - to a tucked-away terrace at 
Flamborough Walk. The stucco villas 
originally stood in long gardens, until the 
railway steamed through. York Square and 
the surrounding streets were developed by 
the Mercers' livery company in the 1820s to 
provide housing for tradesmen and clerks. 

As you reach Salmon Lane, look out for 
three boundary stones (2) marking the 
border of Ratcliffe hamlet. Ratcliffe House 
stands in the footprint of the workhouse - 
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Half Moon Theatre was built in 1863 for the Limehouse District Board of Works

last resort for the impoverished - and the 
former St Matthews rectory alongside is 
currently being refurbished for ex-service 
personnel as part of New Belvedere House. 
Opposite, Stepney Meeting House's 
burial ground once included a row of 
almshouses, as the panel illustrates. 

As you head down White Horse Road, 
two Mercers' maidens - the company's 
emblem - peer down; the first of several that 
you'll spot on this walk. A few steps along, 
the Hamlet of Ratcliffe School (3) was built 
in 1854 to replace an earlier schoolhouse. 
Designed in a neo-Tudor style, with door- 
side niches for statues of 'Greencoat' school 
children, it's now home to the Tower Project, 
providing activities for young people 
with disabilities. 

Next door, the Half Moon Theatre (4)- 
freshly spruced - provides children's theatre 
workshops and performances in a magnif- 
icent setting. Built in 1863 for the Limehouse 
District Board of Works - overseer of street- 
lights and sewers - the facade incorporates 
ornate stone garlands and LDB inlays. Pop 
inside to see the foyer art exhibitions. 

On Commercial Road, the Methodist 
Central Hall (5) looms large. Opened in 1907 
for the Weslyan East End Mission, from 1919 
it was run by Rev F W Chudleigh - after

whom Chudleigh Street is named - who 
organised children's penny films, seaside trips 
and a medical mission. 

Cross to the Troxy ( 6 ), a splendid Art Deco 
cinema - Where East is Best' - that's now 
an events venue. Gracie Fields and Vera Lynn 
performed here, and as you head down 
Pitsea Street look out for another star: King 
Kong stares from the rear wall, recalling the 
first film screening in 1933. 

Follow Pitsea Place into Stepney 
Causeway. Inset above Ogilvie Community 
Hall, a bronze tablet commemorates Dr 
Barnardo's first boys' home (7) that stood 
opposite from 1870, with 'No destitute 
child ever refused admission' emblazoned 
over the door. 


As the name Cable Street suggests, ships' 
cables were once made hereabouts, twisted 
from hemp ropes. On the corner, the former 
King's Arms advertises Mann, Crossman & 
Paulin's celebrated brown ale. 

Opposite the ball court, cut through to 
Barnardo Street, where the railway arches 
are busy with mechanics repairing cars. An 
open archway leads into Havering Street; 
with remarkably well-preserved terraces, it's 
an echo of the Victorian East End. 

From Devonport Street, there's a glimpse 
across to Rochelle Court - a 1930s mansion 
block set above shops, inset with another 
Mercers' maiden. Today, however, your 
route avoids Commercial Road; as you 
follow Steel's Lane, look out for Stepney's crest 

- A Magnis Ad Maiora' or 'From Great Things 
to Greater' - inset into the Create Centre. 

Bishop Challoner Catholic School - 
designed by Perkins Ogden - comes into 
view, zig-zagging on props above the 
playground. Skirt left, around the school, and 
you emerge - beyond the railway - into 
Hardinge Street. Cable Street Community 
Gardens ( 8 ) flourish with grow-your-own 
plots, and more Mercers' maidens peer out 
from Coburg Dwellings and the Convent 
of Mercy. 

Beyond Cable Street, the Glamis adven- 
ture playground (9) provides after-school play 
for 6 to 16-year-olds - a chance to swing on 
ropes, hang out in wooden shelters, or try in- 
door activities in a grass-topped log cabin. 

At the lights, cross the Highway and 
enter King Edward Memorial Park (10). 
Follow the shrubbery - or upper terrace - 
with views back to St Paul's Shadwell. A 
cenotaph, now sadly bereft of the Edward 
VII bronze plaque, commemorates the park 
opening in 1922. 

Flanked by trees, head to the brick rotunda 

- an air vent and stairwell down to Rother- 
hithe Tunnel. A porcelain plaque alongside 
commemorates "Sir Hugh Willoughby... 
and other navigators who in the latter 
half of the sixteenth century set sail 
from this reach of the River Thames near 
Ratcliff Cross." 

Follow the riverside, often busy with jog- 
gers and dog walkers. Free Trade Wharf 
(11) steps up to an apex, angled around gar- 
dens. Architects Holder Mathias Alcock 
also converted the East India Company

warehouses next door - built to replace 
saltpetre stores that perished in the 
disastrous 1794 Ratcliffe Fire. 

At the start of Narrow Street, a blue 
gateway leads to the Thames. If the tide is 
out, search on the beach for old clay pipes, 
pottery shards and oyster shells. 

From Spurt Street there's a view of the 
Limehouse Link portal (12), banded in 
pink and buff stone, and crowned with 
Zadok Ben-David's circle of silhouettes, 
called Restless Dream. This 1.1-mile tunnel, 
burrowing under Limehouse Basin, was 
the UK's most expensive road building 
project when completed in 1993. 

Slope over Rotherhithe Tunnel (13). Opened 
in 1908 to connect with Surrey Docks, the 
tunnel follows an elongated z-shape to 
deter horses from bolting straight through 
to the daylight. The original tunneling 
shield frames the approach road. 

A Victorian church once stood beside St 
James' Gardens; following Blitz devastation, 
the site was taken on by the Royal Foundation 
of St Katharine - a venerable East End com- 
munity, founded by Queen Matilda in 1147 
-to create a retreat and conference centre. 

Veer right, past grow-your-own gardens, 
to John Scurr community centre. Scurr was 
a Mile End MP who, with his wife 
Julia, campaigned for Labour party causes 
and women's rights. The Modernist 1930s 
block opposite was also named after him. 

At Ratcliffe Lane, nip left through the 
gate into St Katharine's Precinct (14). This 
remarkable cluster of freight containers 
and yurts is home to artists' studios, a well- 
being hub and cafe - offering a chance for 
a coffee beside a log-burning stove before 
finishing back at Limehouse DLR station.

Brutal, funny slice of 
life in 80s New York

A FAST-paced, one-man 
show set amid the 
hedonistic excesses of 
1990s New York comes 
to Shoreditch Town Hall 
next month. 

I Am Not Myself These 
Days is a gripping tale of 
love and self-discovery that is 
by turns brutal, funny and 
heartbreaking. 

Audiences at last year's 
Edinburgh Fringe festival 
were moved by the story of 
alcoholic drag queen Aqua, 


desperately trying to make 
a relationship work with Jack, 
a high-class rent boy addicted 
to crack. 

The show is adapted for 
the stage from Josh Kilmer- 
PurcelTs New York Times best- 
selling book, a darkly humorous 
autobiographical story of an 
unconventional journey to self- 
acceptance while living a dar- 
ing dual life - advertising art 
director by day, glitter-dripping 
drag queen by night.

Elevated glamour and 
a three-course marvel 



Plateau offers a meal with a view

NOTHING like a bit of 
glamour on a Friday to 
kick off the weekend. 

Usually I'm sated with a gin 
martini as soon as the sun is 
over the yard-arm, but recently 
I took my friend, who needed a 
bit of a boost from the trials 
of life, to the towering heights 
of Plateau restaurant (above 
Canary Wharfs Waitrose for 
those in the know). 

I was excited to arrive via a 
lift, although some of the 
stops beforehand left the doors 
opening up on to what looked 
like Dante's Inferno: a mass of 
chaotic bankers getting drunk 
on lower levels. 

So it was with some relief 
that the view of Plateau's bar 
didn't look half as hellish. We 
were relieved to be whisked 
into the body of the restaurant 
where calm definitively ensues. 

The decor had an air of 
restaurant tres serieux: all 
shot silk and bevelled glass, 
alongside a twinkly vision of 
Canada Square through the 
wall-to-ceiling windows. 


We were there for the rather 
marvellous three-course 
set menu, which includes a 
glass of dry-as-a-bone Brut, for 
£30 each. 

We both plumped for the ir- 
resistible sounding starter of 
salted baked potato, sweetcorn 
veloute and deep-fried halloumi. 

This neat capsule of comfort 
food left us in reverie. Only in 
guilty retrospect did we think 
about the calorific content of 
deep-fried cheese. 

My main of cod floating on 
a creamy piquant sauce was 


sublime, and my dining part- 
ner's lamb was equally tasty, 
heightened by a deep, reductive 
jus that left her silenced. 

We continued in our delight, 
by ordering dessert. Grand 
Marnier jelly with accou- 
trements of fruit and chocolate 
cream bridged the gap between 
children's party and adulthood. 

My chocolate pave was 
wickedly good and dense in 
texture, its richness offset by a 
pool of cream. 

To drink, we obviously 
didn't stop at the champagne, 


and went on to sink a rather 
lovely carafe of viognier, which 
our learned sommelier helped 
us choose. 

Two ate from the set menu 
and paid just shy of £100 in 
total, including sides of hon- 
ey-roast veg, service and wine. 

It's worth noting that there 
is a more brasserie-style menu 
in the bar area that allows for 
a more express experience and 
caters for all price points.

Andoh won the 200m event

- the fastest time in the world 


this year for his age group - 
and stirred memories of a young 
Usain Bolt. 

Andoh has been breaking 
records since the age of 11. 
Then he clocked 7.57s for the 
60m indoors and 11.6s for the 
100m and as well as breaking 
records, he also went unbeaten 
in 25 races. 

However, he is likely to 
face a serious decision in the 
future. He is also a striker with 
Leyton Orient FC academy 
and took a year off athletics 
last year to concentrate on 
football - something that 
makes his achievements even 
more remarkable. 

He now has to fit in his 
athletics training around his 
commitments with Orient, but 
is hoping he will be able to 


combine the two from now on. 

His gold medal was the 
highlight of the day for Bishop 
Challoner, but the five other 
athletes taking part also shone. 

Diane Mapamboli set two 
personal bests in the girls' 60m 
including a semi-final best of 
8.05s and Victoria Ubeyi also 
clocked a personal best in 
the semi-final. Mark Oyeniyi 
achieved a personal best in 
the boys 60m semi-final and 
there were also personal 
bests for Breanna Francis and 
Decarie Davies, who leapt 
1.70m for fourth place in the 
high jump. 

But everyone was talking 
about William at the finish and 
he hopes they will be talking 
about him all the way to Japan 
in four years' time.
